S omething that frustrates me sometimes is the lack of 
opportunities to improve (or even practice) my Irish 
here in Melbourne, outside the weekly classes at the 
Celtic Club. Plowever, we’re quite lucky in comparison to 
the way things were ten or even five years ago, thanks to 
the wide range of technological aids at our disposal these 
days. 

According to Liam Upton (from beo.ie): 

‘‘The most beautiful thing about Wikipedia is that 
anyone can edit it. That means that someone who 
has any information about a subject, whether they 
happen to be an expert or an idiot, can put it on 
the site so that it will be available for everybody. ” 
(Liam Upton, September 2005) 

As of November 25 this year, there were 16,443 articles on 
the Irish Wikipedia. When you compare that with the 4 mil¬ 
lion articles on the English Wikipedia, it’s clear that there is 
a lot of work to be done! There are already a couple of Aus¬ 
tralians and Irish-Australians working as editors on the site; 
that truly fluent Gaeilgeoir, Colin Ryan himself, as well as 
myself from time to time. I have met other editors who live 
here in Australia, but they prefer to keep their online identi¬ 
ties secret for now! 

Recently, I have been creating articles about Irish language 
books, Welsh history, and Australian subjects (towns and 
cities mainly), and Colin is writing a series of articles about 
Indigenous languages, and about the Shire of Moorabool 
here in Victoria, where Lake Dewar is located. If you go to 
the next Daonscoil, I’d say that there’ll be a detailed guide 
of the local area available to you, in Irish! Along with our¬ 
selves, there are also some fairly well-known members ac¬ 
tive on the site, including Panu Patteri Ploglund, a pub¬ 
lished Irish-language author and language expert from 
Finland. 

As a modern, living and vibrant language, Irish must find its 
voice on-line, and Irish speakers from around the world 
have to do their bit to promote the language. 

If you’re lacking a bit of confidence, don’t worry, because it 
is really important that very small, simple articles are cre¬ 
ated - seriously! The more experienced/fluent members 
can just add more information to your new article later on! 

The Irish Wikipedians are a small but friendly community, 
who are quite happy to give help to new members.

A treasure trove - Professor Elizabeth Malcolm 

al Noone begins the book by saying that he 
sees himself wandering along a seashore re¬ 
trieving flotsam and jetsam from the ship¬ 
wreck of Irish-language culture on the shores of Victo¬ 
ria. This image is apt I believe in some ways, yet I 
don’t imagine Val as a laidback beachcomber, wander¬ 
ing along the shoreline rather aimlessly - oh, I see the 
shorts, the sandals, the straw hat, the suntan, and defi¬ 
nitely the willingness to spend time chatting to anyone 
and everyone he meets. But I don’t think most beach¬ 
combers would whip out a notebook and take detailed 
notes on people and places they encounter or whip out 
a camera to record the scene; then go home - of 
course debating with Mary - and enter the information 
gathered into a huge computer database. When I pic¬ 
ture Val on a beach, the image that comes to my mind 
is more that of a large bloodhound sniffing the sand on 
the trail of his quarry. 

Thus what this book contains is not random bits and 
pieces of wreckage, but a treasure trove of knowledge 
and information about a previously largely hidden cul¬ 
ture, now no longer hidden.

Formally established back in 1992, the ILAA offers 
structured weekly language classes to students of all ages, nationalities, and walks of life, across a 
range of levels — absolute beginners, basic, intermediate, advanced — as well as the opportunity to 
practice and converse together in a supportive environment. 


Members receive a quarterly newsletter; access to the library; and also enjoy weekly singing and infor¬ 
mal conversation sessions; as well as participation in social events and residential language schools.
